G.S.R. 2055.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
26 of the Customs Act, 1962 (62 of 1962), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts articles of 
glass and porcelain falling under items 72 to 79 of the First Schedule to the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), other than those set out in column (3) of the Table 
hereto annexed, when imported into India, from the additional duty leviable 
thereon under section 2A of the last mentioned Act: 

Provided that nothing contained in this notification shall affect the exemption 
that has been, or may be, granted in respect Of goods specified in the Table afore¬ 
said from the duty of excise leviable under the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 (1 of 1944) or the additional duty leviable under section 2A of the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934).
